Everyone knows that ‘“‘we only have one mother’ and in this respect I had a wonder- 
ful one who taught me to like many of the nicer things of life among which was the 
love of plants and things that grow. I should like to dedicate this little booklet to the 
memory of the Mother that passed away last December. 

The cool late spring of 1958 had much to do with the late season that many parts 
of the country had last year. While reports of Daffodills blooming in February in the 
northwest and Daylilies not at the height of bloom in late May in Texas were the rule 
last year, we feel very fortunate that while our season was a bit mixed up and somewhat 
late we did have the best bloom and the nicest growth that we have experienced in a 
number of years. 

With many new varieties blooming for the first time, others blooming on established 
clumps for the first time our garden was particularly interesting. As usual we have added 
a good number of the better new varieties that we have seen in many parts of the country 
and these should be interesting to compare with our own seedlings that have attracted 
more attention each year. 

In our new Bright Day and Bright Spangles we have two unusual and colorful 
daylilies while both Chatham and Moon Maid are particularly fine for landscaping 
because of their fine habits and free flowering. A number of other additions were also 
made now that enough stock has been grown to offer them. Several other perennials that 
are useful in any garden have been added. Space limits the numbers that we can add as 
we have quite a few others growing here. 

We sincerely wish to thank our many customers for the chance given us to serve 
them in past years and particularly for the many nice letters about the quality and condi- 
tion of their plants upon arrival. These fine comments are most gratifying and we expect 
to continue warranting them in 1959. 

CULTURE—Daylilies are among the very hardiest and easily grown of all peren- 
nials. They will grow in most any type of soil, however it is best to avoid low wet spots. 
They do best planted where they will get at least 4 hours of sunlight a day. Thorough 
watering at blooming time will give larger and better colored flowers. When once estab- 
lished they need no moving for years. Complete planting instructions will accompany 
each order, as well as growing hints. 

SHIPPING—March 15 thru May and August 15 thru November. All plants are 
husky, freshly dug, labeled true to name, and carefully packed. We take pride in our 
quality of plants.
